For Instance, the 
physical presence of Emma' Goldman 
at tho commission of the crime Is not 
essential'to make her a party to It, If 
there Is other evidence that she ac- 
tually brought about the crime. The 
vltnl point IB to secure sufficient evi- 
dence to establish that the acta of an 
absent party directly led tip to and 
brought about the crime. •
